While many people are busy 
denouncing Christopher Columbus 
and his accomplishments, calling him 
everything from an enslaver to a con- 
veyer of disease, The Church of Jesus 
Christ: of Latter-day Saints maintains 
that he was a man to be revered, a 
man inspired of God. 

From the writings of Nephi in the 
Book of Mormon: “And I looked and 
beheld a man among the Gentiles, who 
was separated from the seed of my 
brethren by the many waters; and I 
beheld the Spirit of God, that it came 
down and wrought upon the man; and 
he went forth upon the many waters, 
even unto the seed of my brethren, 
who were in the promised land” (1 
Nephi 13:12). 

“We interpret that to refer to 
Columbus,” said President Gordon B. 
Hinckley at the priesthood session of 
General Conference just over a week 


ago. 

President Hinckley said that after 
reading a Pulitzer-winning biography 
of Columbus recently, “I have no doubt 
that Christopher Columbus was a man 
of faith, as well as a man of 
indomitable determination. 

“T do not dispute that there were oth- 
ers who came to this Western 
Hemisphere before him,” President 
Hinckley said. 

“But it was he who in faith lighted a 
lamp to look for a new way to China, 
and who in the process discovered 
America. ... Properly do we honor him 
for his unyielding strength in the face 
of uncertainty and danger.” 

Although Leif Eriksson discovered 
America around the year 1000, “he 
went home and didn’t tell anybody, 
and nobody followed up,” said Arnold 
K. Garr, BYU associate professor of 
Church history. Garr published a book 


in August titled, “Christopher 
Columbus: A_ Latter-day Saint 
Perspective.” 


Garr placed Columbus in the same 
category as George Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson and Benjamin. 
Franklin. “He helped prepare the way, 
not only for (the United States) gov- 
ernment, but he also helped prepare 
the way for the restoration of the 
gospel.” 

Columbus was one of the men for 
whom President Wilford Woodruff was 
baptized in the St. George Temple the 
day he was baptized for the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, Garr 


said. 

Moreover, Garr’s book says, 
President Ezra Taft Benson wrote in 
1988 that President George

Franklin and Christopher Columbus 


from known A to unknown B, returns to A and can then 
get back to B again.” 

“Look up the word ‘discovery,” Jensen said. “It does not 
mean to invent. It’s to find something that was already 
there (you) didn’t know existed.” 

Newsweek wrote, “He inspired a wave of explorers and 
adventurers to head west. In short, he had consequence.” 

Columbus’ image has swung like a pendulum during the 
past 500 years. 

“People interpret history by things that interest them at 
that time,” Jensen said. 

Rebecca Horn, a University of Utah professor, has chart- 
ed Columbus’ rise and fall in popularity during the 500 
years since his arrival in San Salvador. 

Horn said, during a speech in Salt Lake, that Columbus 
was overshadowed in the 16th Century by Amerigo 
Vespucci and other explorers, so no celebration took place 
in 1592. There was also no celebration for the bicentennial 
in 1692, but Columbus became a hero in 1792, Horn said. 
He became an expression of the American colonist and was 
only second to George Washington in fame. The District of 
Columbia was given its name at this time. 

“It was thought this would appease those who wanted 
America to be called Columbus,” Horn said. 

Horn said “the height of Columbia mania” was in 1892. 
Americans related his journey across the uncharted sea to 
the current westward expansion of the United States. 
“French Catholics wanted to elevate him to Sainthood (in 
1892) because he had brought the Christian faith to half 
the world.” 

Jensen said, “A hundred years ago, everyone wanted to 
get into the act and claim Columbus as belonging to their 
country. Now everyone is disclaiming him.” 

Horn said Columbus was viewed from an anti-Colonial 
pera eeye after World War II, since colonialism had 
ended.

Columbus himself believed he was 
inspired of God, Garr said. 

“A Latter-day Saint Perspective” 
quotes one of Columbus’ journals as 
saying he “heard a compassionate 
voice” while sleeping aboard one of his 
ships, physically ill and distraught 
over the fact that many of his men had 
just been killed in an attack by 
natives. The voice said, “O fool, and 
slow to believe and serve thy God, the 
God of every Man! What more did He 
do for Moses or for David His servant 
than for thee? 

“.,. Of those barriers of the Ocean 
Sea, which were closed with such 
mighty chains, He hath given thee the 
keys. ... Turn to Him and acknowledge 
thy faults; His mercy is infinite. Fear 
not, but have trust.” 

Columbus was the first to discover 
the correct route from Europe to 
America for a sailing vessel. The route 
takes advantage of the Atlantic trade 
winds. Up to that time, ships had tried 
to use a route too far to the north, sail- 
ing against the winds from the west, 
Garr said. 

Moreover, the explorer unknowingly 
averted possible disaster as he neared 
the Americas by changing course 
twice, the only times he changed 
sce during the 33 day voyage, Garr 
said. 

On Oct. 7, Columbus changed from a 
due west course to a southwest course. 
Although he didn’t know it, this action 
cut one day off the voyage. His crew 
threatened mutiny on Oct. 10 if land 
was not sighted within two to three 
days, Garr said. The fleet spotted land 
early in the morning of Oct. 12. 

Shortly before the sighting, however, 
Columbus without explanation 
ordered that his ships resume their 
due west course. 

“Had he continued on the west south- 
west course instead of steering due 
west, he would have missed the island 
of San Salvador, and would likely have 
ended up on the deadly reefs along the 
coast of Long Island (in the 
Caribbean), perhaps never returning 
to Spain,” according to Garr’s book. 

Believing he was a fulfillment of 
prophecy, Columbus was intent on 
spreading Christianity, Garr said. 

His book quotes from Columbus’ 
Book of Prophecies, first published in 
English in 1991. In it Columbus 
quotes from a Latin translation of the 
Bible: “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature,” 
(Mark 16:15). 

“And other sheep I have that are not 
of this fold: them also I must bring. 
And they shall hear my voice: and 
there shall be one fold and one shep- 
herd,” (John 10:6). 

Although Columbus was eager to find 
gold during his journey, as many of his 
detractors say, he wanted to use it to 
fund a crusade to redeem Jerusalem, 
Garr said.

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Red Cross plans to evacuate Sarajevo 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Red Cross officials made plans 
Sunday to evacuate 3,000 women and children from the besieged 
Bosnian capital, where food and fuel are desperately short. 

Intense fighting was reported overnight around the city, and on 
Sunday government troops pounded an arc of land linking rebel Serb 
territories in the north. 

But for the first time since the U.N. Security Council banned military 
flights over the breakaway Yugoslav republic last week, there were no 
reports that Serb rebels staged air raids on government-held cities. 

In Serbia, the dominant partner in the new Yugoslavia, voters went to 
the polls to decide whether parliamentary and presidential elections 
should be moved up. Opponents view the hastily called referendum as a 
ploy by hard-liners to hold onto power despite worldwide condemnation 
of Yugoslavia’s role in instigating the ethnic bloodshed in Bosnia. 

Around Sarajevo, residents grimly welcomed heavy rains that helped to 
ease a dire water shortage. Steady bombardments were reported during 
the night near the capital’s airport, the old town and the suburbs of Stup 
and Ilidza. 


Pope pays tribute to Columbus 


SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Republic — Pope John Paul II paid 
tribute Sunday to Christopher Columbus for helping plant the seeds of 
Christianity in the New World. 

The homage, at a Mass beside a controversial lighthouse dedicated to 
the explorer, contrasted with protests in parts of Latin America. 
Protesters say the arrival of Columbus 500 years ago marked the start of 
European conquest and the abuse of native peoples. 

The Vatican had said the pope would not take part in any official com- 
memoration of Columbus’ explorations, but would be marking the arrival 
of the first Christian missionaries. 

Pope John Paul, on his flight from Rome, acknowledged abuses by 
some of the early missionaries, but said these were denounced by other 
Christians at the time. He said the overall record was positive. 


Commission denies Studio 7 permit 


The Orem City Planning Commission pulled the plug on the Studio 7 
dance club. The commission voted 5-2 Wednesday to deny club owners a 
permit to continue operation due mainly to problems caused by 
Saturday’s concert. 

Speaking on behalf of the Public Safety Department, police officer Mike 
Larsen said the department would neither support nor oppose the dance 
club. But Larsen said they would recommend tight restrictions imposed 
on the club if the permit was granted. 

The department was concerned over the drug and alcohol related 
arrests at Saturday’s concert and wanted strict controls on parking, age 
limits, alcohol and lighting, Larsen said. 

Phil Nauahi, co-owner of the club, said they did not expect the turnout 
they received on Saturday night. Nauahi said he estimated the crowd at 
a little more than 1,500, but Larsen said it was closer to 2,500.

When Christopher Columbus set 
sail on Aug. 3, 1492, his goal was to 
find a new route to India, but 
instead he found a new continent 
and a new people that the old 
world was unaware of. His discov- 
ery would change history forever. 

Columbus set sail with three 
ships, the Pinta, Santa Maria and 
Nina. He had 90 men, a year sup- 
ply of food and water and orders to 
find a new route to Asia. 
Europeans needed to find a new 
route because the old route, which 
was a long and dangerous overland 
journey, had been blocked off by 
Chinese seclusion, Muslim inter- 
vention and the Black Plague, said 
DeLamar Jensen, former BYU pro- 
fessor of history. 

Columbus stopped at the Canary 
Islands, and then on Sept. 6, 1492 
he sailed off into the unknown. 
After a month of sailing, on Oct. 10, 
1492, the men became discouraged 
and wanted to turn _ back. 
Columbus persuaded them that 
land was nearby, but agreed to 
turn back if land was not spotted in 
three days. 

Then on the night of Oct. 11, at 
10 p.m., Columbus looked to the 
west and saw what looked like “a 
little wax candle bobbing up and

On the tiny island in the 
Bahamas, which Columbus named 
San Salvador, to honor the savior, 
Columbus found naked people with 
course dark hair, which he immedi- 
ately named Indians, because he 
thought that he had reached India. 

Columbus said the Indians were 
friendly and unhostile. And in an 
excerpt from his journal he said, “I 
want the natives to develop a 
friendly attitude towards us 
because I know that they are a peo- 
ple who can be made free and con- 
verted to our Holy Faith more easi- 
ly by love than by force.” 

Columbus claimed the land for 
Spain and began his search for gold 
and spices. He left that island and 
sailed to the nearby islands.

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Y stuns FSU

Student body left, student body 
right. The cliche about the old USC 
sweep plays applied to BYU’s 
Homecoming game Saturday as the 
Cougars ran the ball 57 times for 
307 yards to crush Fresno State 36- 
24, 


Jamal Willis (30 carries for 129 
yards and a touchdown) and Kalin 
Hall (20-157, 2 TDs) led the way on 
the ground, while Ryan Hancock 
threw for 272 yards, most of them 
to Eric Drage, helping BYU (3-3, 2- 
2 in the WAC) to 579 total yards. 

But the real story was defense, 
which shut down FSU’s vaunted 
offensive attack. The Bulldogs 
entered the game third in the 
nation in scoring, but BYU became 
the first school to hold FSU (3-3, 1- 
1) under 36 points. Were it not for 
a couple of freak plays — a 54-yard 
pass on third and short that led to 
FSU’s first score and a 56-yard run 
by quarterback Trent Dilfer on 
third and long leading to a score 
that brought the ‘Dogs to within 
27-24 in the third quarter — the 
Cougars would have blown FSU 
right out of Provo. 

The Bulldogs felt they could run 
on the Cougars, but abandoned 
that strategy before the end of the 
first quarter. For the game, FSU 
ran just 27 times (for 161 yards) 
while passing on 38 plays (for 288 
yards on just 17 completions). 

“T felt (BYU) played extremely 
well,” said Jim Sweeney, head 
coach of the Bulldogs, “and I 
thought they played defense better 
than I thought they could, because 
I thought we would be able to run 
against them.” 

Dilfer entered the game 11th in 
the nation in pass efficiency, but 
without a running game to deter 
the Cougar pass rush, BYU’s line- 
men and linebackers — Todd 
Herget (two sacks) in particular — 
molested him into making poor 
passes. 

Drage (5 catches for 130 yards) 
and tight end Byron Rex (6-85) 
were the receiving stars. Drage 
made another outrageous catch at 
the end of the first half, pulling 
down a Hancock bomb and turning 
it into a 77-yard touchdown play. 

“FSU has decent cornerbacks,” 
Drage said of the TD, “but they 
hold a lot. I was sick of them hold- 
ing me so I turned the route up and 
Ryan saw me. I caught it under the 
safety, who thought he had a pick.” 

Both Drage and head coach 
LaVell Edwards had things to say 
to those critical of Drage’s foot- 
speed. “He’s the fastest guy I’ve 
ever seen that can’t run,” Edwards 
said. Drage added: “People keep 
saying that, but I keep catching 80- 
yard touchdowns so they can keep 
on thinking it.” 

Defensive back Derwin Gray led 
thei way with, 23,.1mnofficial defen- 
sive*points? Herget: was next ‘with 
20, while Vic Tarleton (13), Patrick 
Mitchell (12) and Nathan Hall (12) 
were also in double figures. 

BYU dominated the Bulldogs in 
the trenches on both sides of the 
ball. The offensive line opened gap- 
ing holes for Hall and Willis and 
did not yield a sack. “We thought 
we could take advantage of run- 
ning the ball and we did,” Edwards 
said. “The lineman just came off 
the ball really well.”

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Candidates stick 
to familiar themes 
in Sunday debate

Sunday night’s presidential 
debate featured a three way cross- 
fire in which both President George 
Bush and Democratic nominee Bill 
Clinton attempted to more finely 
define their campaign, while inde- 
pendent candidate Ross Perot 
sought to regain the popularity he 
once enjoyed. 

In the ninety-minute debate, 
which took place on the campus of 
Washington University in St. 
Louis, all three candidates re- 
echoed the same themes they have 
campaigned under — Clinton pre- 
sented himself as the candidate of 
change, Bush urged voters to stay 
the course (change for “change’s 
sake” wasn’t sufficient, he said) 
and Perot pounded home the need 
to attack the deficit. 

The structure of the debate, 
which featured a panel of four jour- 
nalists presenting questions to be 
answered in 1 to 2 minutes, gave 
little opportunity for candidates to 
attack opponents directly. The 
three focused on polishing their 
image, rather than diving deeply 
into the issues. 

In one of the debate’s few heated 
moments, Clinton defended his 
activities during the Vietnam era 
against attacks made by Bush who 
said Clinton’s visit to the Soviet 
Union in 1969, during the Vietnam 
War, was unpatriotic. 

Clinton said Bush’s attacks were 
similar to the misguided ones made 
by Sen. Joseph McCarthy in the 
1950’s which tore the nation apart. 

“We need a president who will 
unite the country — we’ve had 


enough division,” Clinton said, call- 
ing for an end of personal attacks 
on his actions of twenty years ago. 

Perot, who drew the most 
applause from the audience, used 
homilies and anecdotes to simplify 
the issue of the deficit, and regain 
his positive “Will Rogers image.” 
Perot defended his lack of experi- 
ence in government while present- 
ing himself as the wiser candidate 
with a fresher approach. 

“They've got a point: I don’t have 
experience in running up a 4 tril- 
lion dollar debt,” Perot said, adding 
that his background was in creat- 
ing jobs and that he would not 
“grid-lock government” as past 
administrations have. 

Perot and Bush sometimes also 
became vicious, with Perot at one 
point making an obvious, though 
indirect, attack on Republican Pat 
Buchanan, saying he would never 
allow someone to “stand up at a 
convention and preach hate.” 

Bush defended his economic 
record on many occasions, admit- 
ting that while many problems 
exist, the nation is far from “falling 
apart” as he said Clinton has indi- 
cated. Bush attacked Clinton sever- 
al times on his “tax and spend” 
method of reviving the economy, 
comparing his policies to those of 
Walter Mondale and Michael 
Dukakis. Clinton asked Bush to 
confront him personally, rather 
than through individuals. 

The debate was the first of three 
scheduled this month. The next 
presidential debate will be on 
Thursday, the third on Monday, 
Oct. 19. The vice-presidential can- 
didates will face off this Tuesday.

Poll: 2in3 
say Columbus 
is still a hero

NEW YORK — The reputation of 
Christopher Columbus remains rel- 
atively untarnished 500 years after 
his arrival in the New World, an 
Associated Press poll shows. About 
two in three Americans regard him 
as a hero. : 

The anniversary of the Italian 
navigator’s first voyage across the 
Atlantic has brought renewed 
scrutiny of the explorer’s effect on 
the natives of the land he mistook 
for “the Indies.” 

Columbus robbed, brutalized and 
enslaved American Indians and 
started centuries of destruction of 
their cultures. But only 15 percent 
in the poll said they agreed with 
those who call Columbus a villain. 

Sixty-four percent said he is a 
hero. Nine percent said he is both. 
The remainder said he is neither, 
or were unsure. 

A majority, 56 percent, said they 
would like to see Columbus Day 
observed as a celebration, while 32 
percent wanted it to be a solemn 
day to reflect on the past. The rest 
were not sure or wanted it 
observed both ways. 

The poll was taken Sept. 30 to 
Oct. 4 among a random sample of 
1,001 adults by ICR Survey 
Research Group of Media, Pa., part 
of AUS Consultants. The margin of 
sampling error was plus or minus 3 
percentage points. 

History has recorded that 
Columbus was devoted to — per- 
haps obsessed with — the idea of 
sailing west to reach “the East.” He 
spent more than seven years 
preparing and getting the backing 
of the Spanish monarchs for his 
1492 voyage. 

Those polled were more likely to 
see Columbus as motivated by a 
quest for knowledge than by greed. 
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he has been active in community 
and business affairs, serving as a 
board member and chair of several 
corporations.
